Rated at 535 and 575 lip. 
I'ATER.RO.V (X. j.)— Production for

Corp. on two new Cyclone models, (he 
K-l"5tl-K and tlte R-I820-E. 

The latcer of these 9-cyl„ sialic-radial, 
air-cooled i>o\ver plants is rated at 57.5 
hp., when making 1,90(1 r.p.m., tliQugh 
it is saiil to be c.ipable of developing 
more than 600 lip. at that r.p.m. 

Mixlel K-I750-K, producing 525 hp., 
is similar to the 1929 Cyclone, bin in- 
corporates sonic refinements aimed to 
increase its efficiency. The -Army Air 
Corps recently sent in an order for this 
engine. 

.A comparison between the R-1820-E 
Cyclone and the Wright Whirlwind 
engine which Colonel Lindbergh used 
on his flight over the Atlantic in 1927 
show's that the new Cyclone develops 
nearly three times the power of Lind- 
bergh's engine with only a CO per cent 
increase in weight. The earlier engine 
weighed 2.6(1 (lOimds per horsepower, 
wliile the new engine weighs but 1.35 
pounds |ier linrsepowcr. 

The average maximum cylinder head 
temperature of tlie Lindbergh engine 
was approximately 575 deg. Fahrenheit, 
the cy linder head temperature on the 
R-I820-E is only 375 deg. This reduc- 
tion in temperature has been achieved 
in spite of the fact that the new motor 
has only about 65 per cent of the cool- 
ing area per cubic font of cylinder dis- 
placement, as compared with Ihe other 
[iiiwer plant, says the Wright firm. 

The Icmper.aturc reduclinii has been 
accomplished by refincnients of design 
of the cylinder head, the Wright spark- 
plug coolers, and by air deflectors which 
properly direct the air around the cyl- 
inder head and barrel. 

Hie mcxle! employs a compact cen- 
trifugal baud type ciulch incorporated 
ill the supercharger impeller drive, thus 
relieving the gears and shafts of the 
loads caused by sudden accelerations and 
decelerations normal to all internal com- 
busiinn engines.

WASHINGTON— In recalling the re- 
ciprocal air navigation agreement in 
force between cliis country and Canada 
put into effect last October, {Aviatios, 
November 16, p. 987j, the Department 
01 State announces similar arrangements 
have been sulimilted to Great Britain, 
Irish Free State. Union of South Africa, 
.Australia, .New Zealand. France, Ger- 
iiiany, Italy, .Spain, and llie Netherlands 
for approval. 

Pays the Slate Department ; 

"It is contempla'ed liial this Govern- 
ment will uiidert.ike the negotiation of 
such arrangeiiienis with other countries, 
in so far as it may be found that it will 
be pnssilile under iheir air laws ami reg- 
ulations tor thoni to extend to aircrafl 
of the United States on a reciprocal 
basis the advantages which the Govern- 
nient of llie United .States is willing to 
extend in aircraft of these countries. 

“The proposed arrangement with 
Great Britain would apply to all parts 
of the Briti.sli Etnpirc except Canada, 
the Irish Free -Plate. Union of .Ponth 
.Africa. -Australia and New Zealand. 
Separate arrangements have Iiecn pro- 
posed with the Irish Free State, the 
Union of Soutli .Africa, Australia and 
New Ze.aland- 

“The arrangements with Australia 
and New Zealand, like that with Great 
Britain and the other parts of the 
Empire except the self-governing domin- 
ions. were proposed through the British 
Empire. The arrangements with the

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Russell Develops 
Airplane Parasihute 

DETROIT— Details of a device iit- 
tended to parachute airplanes ground- 
ward in event of trouble have been 
revealed here by J. M. Russell, of the 
Russell Parachute Co., San Diego, who 
is putting the chute to practical tests in 
conjunction with the Detroit .Aircraft 

Air. Russell, who has been developing 
the airplane parachute for several years, 
believes his device will practically elim- 
inate injury to pilots or passengers and 
will save at least 80 per cent of a plane 
coming down in a mountainous or 
wooded country. He expects to place 
the chute ill production within a few 
months. 

Except for a control lever in the 
cockpit, four suspension cables attached 
to the plane's center section, and, uf 
course, the control lever ctible, the entire 
device is enclosed in a metal lulie made 
scarcely noticeable by being haired into 
the botp ni of the fuselage. The tube 
is about 11 in. in diameler and extends 
from a point directly below the center 
section to a point below the ruiliier hinge 
line. The chute, 60 ft. in diameter, is 
folded inside a metal container, or "split 
can" locateil .all the tvay hirward in the 
lube. Tlie "cau," which is round, lias 

inside wall of the tube. Rumiers inside 
the tube hold the ' can'’' in exact center. 
The four sus|iension cables exleiuliug 
from the lower shruiid lines uf the chute 

the forward end of the "can,'' through 
guides located between the "can" atxl the 
inside walls of the cube to a stream- 
lined cap on the after end of the lube. 
They then extend tiiroiigli an opening 
in the cap, tliciiee to guides locatetl near 
the top <if the rmlder laisl, after which 
they arc carried to the plane's center 
section by means ni iniditional gnhiec on 
the back of the fuselage. Beincen the 
streamlined cap and guide atop the mil- 


der post, two cables extend along the 
port side of the rudder hinge line and 
two along the starboard side, in order 
to prevent the cables from fouling 
among the tail .surfaces. 

On an OX-S powered Parks trainer. 
Mr. Russell said, the device has lieen 
completely tested in all maneuvers, in- 
cluding spinning, .and il lias never dam- 
aged tlie plane in landing. The tests 
were made quietly on a desert in Cali- 
fornia by Uuii Smith. Russell's pilot.

The pilot’s control cable extends di- 
rectly from the cockpit to the cone 
shaped cap. which is attached to an 18 ft.

Complete Laboratory 
For Engine Study at N. Y. U. 

NEW A'ORK — An aeronautical-engine 
research laboratory has been completed 
at the Daniel Guggenlieim School of 
Aeronautics of the Xew York Univer- 
sity. The laboratory is equipped to test 
any air or water cooled airplane engine 
up to 300 hp., and is the only public 
one of its kind in the metropolitan dis- 
trict, according to Professor Alexander 
Klemin, head of the school. Kennedy F. 
Ruben, Sherman Fairchild fellow, de- 
signed and supervised the installation 
of the entire laboratory. 

The laboratory apparatus, according 
to Prof. Klemin’s statement, includes a 
3W hp. Sprague electric dynamometer 
with complete standard auxiliary dynia- 
mometer eiiuipment for measuring 
torque, speed, fuel and air quantities, 
temperatures and pressures. A special 
thermo-cnuple apparatus has been pro- 
vided fur temperature measurements nf 
the cylinder-lieads ami cylinder-barrels. 

For air cooling, a Buffalo blower, 
drl\-en by a l7S-hp. d.c. motor, will be 
used to supply the air blast past the 
cylinders. An air blast with a velocity 
of 100 m.p.h. can lie produced and be 
varied over a wide range to .stimulate 
operating conditions. 


Jacobs Develo|ie Light Engine 
CAMDEN (N. j.) — A new engine 
recently developed by the Jacobs Air- 
craft Engine Co., Central .Airport here, 
has lately been demonstrated. The 
engine, known as the Model B-I, is a 
static air-cooled type with two cylinders. 
The company estimates it will deliver 
between 20 and 25 hp. at 2.500 r-p.m, 
Tlie engine has a bore of 3 in. ami a 
•stroke of 2J in. and weighs 60 lb. com- 
plete with gas tank and propeller. 
Cylinders are opposed in arrangement 
and the engine operates on the two 
stroke cycle principle. Both cylinders 
tire at once. Equipment includes Bosch 
magnelocs and Hartzcll wooden propel- 
ler. The crank case is made of 
.Mnmimim Co. No. 195 heat-treated 
alloy and the cylinder barrels arc nickel 
east iron. .Aluminum alloy pistons are 
uscrl, and the connecting rods and crank 
.Shalt are dropped forged of chrome- 
nickel steel. Roller and barrel bearings 
are iisetl llirnughoul the engine. Tlie 
engine is intended for power gliders

M EttGERS, coniulklaiiuns, amalgaros- 
tiims — titougli by nu means to be 
considered as synonymous from the 
financial stamlpoim — arc icnns gen- 
erally employed interchangeably with 
the exact distinctions not always care- 
fully observed. As compared with the 
1929 "merger'' movement the current 
formation of new combinations has 
taken on a new aspect. 

VVlicreas this movement toward com- 
bination last year was characterised 
chiefly by proniotional consolidation, in 
1930 it has rapidly developed into man- 
agerial mergers and economic absorp- 
tion, This is a distinction not alto- 
gether insjgnilicant in itself and one 
which is proihjcing a wholesome .and 
suliering influence upon the industry. 
In this connection the industry’s adjust- 
ing affiliations liavc moved somewhat 
more slowly and cautiously in contra- 
di.stinction to the rapid knitting ti^ether 
of mills in 1929. 

'I’he concentration of control of capi- 
tal ill vcrlical as well as in liorisonlal 
combination is more nr less a continuous 
piticcss ill all industries and is brought 
about primarily for llie resulting in- 
cveased effectiveness of earning-power. 
iVatiirnlly, the larger combinations, with 
their millions of capital, have altraclcil 
most tilicntion. Yet it must not be lost 
•sight of that the combiii.itinn movement 
is going on also among comparatively 
small concerns, and for tiie same reason. 
Iti the aggregate these smaller com- 
hiiialioiis play ju.st as important, if not 
even greater, a part in tlie progressive 
rlcvclopmcnt of this industry as do tlie 
moi-c spectacular movements. 

The vertical combination merely 
nie.-iiis the establishment of control over 
two 01' more concerns which have pre- 
viously liecn buying from and selling to 
each other; whereas horiaontal com-

bination means die esiablisbment ofeon- 

liave previously been competing with 
one another. Also the movement may 
embrace both forms of combination as 
we have witnessed in the United Air- 
craft organization, and in lesser degree 
amoug the other members of the so- 
called "Big Four." 

The organization of a corporation by 
oilier corporations (usually at the in- 



stigation of some investment hanking 
group) whose identities are lost in the 
company they form, constitutes a con- 
solidation, This was the backbone of 
the combination movement in 1929. 
\\'here two or more concerns organize 
a new consolidated company the result 
is an amalgamation. Where several are 


fused into one company already in ex- 
istence the result is called a merger. 
The not too distant future will lioubt- 
less witness this phase of the combina- 
tion movement. .Another method is that 
of bringing alioiit the combination 
through the (lurchase or .sale of as.sets. 
In other words, several concerns may 
sell out to a new company organized to 
take over their assets, which is the 
eiiuivaleiit of an amalgamation, or one 
or more companies may sell their assets 

ready in existence, which is the ci|iiiva- 
lanc of a merger. 

The chief ditference between these 
niethorls of effecting consolidation lies 
in the simplicity of the latter method 
(sale of asscisl whereby only the "sell- 
ing" company has to secure the neces- 
sary stockholders' ratilicatioii. By this 
process during the current year. United 
Aircraft ha.s acquired the Varney Lines. 
Xorih American Aviation has taken 
over the assets- of Berliner-Joyce, Ben- 
dis has aci|uired tlonsolidalcd Instni- 
meiit, while the latest acquisition effected 
In this sense has been that whereby the 
Aviation Corporation of the Americas, 
as the holding company for Pan Ameri- 
can Aviation, has purchasctl the assets 
of the N. Y. Rio & Buenos Aires Lines. 

Thus carcfidly analyzed plans which 
take into account the problems of man- 
agement, control, and responsibility, 
which properly prices the various ele- 
ments taken into consideration and 
which definitely accomplishes economies 
in operation, are not only thoroughly 
justifiable but are essential to the aero- 
nautical industry’s sound advance. It is 
well known that movements toward con- 
soliilation in all fields arc intensifieil 
tluring periods of active speculation ami 
are greatly facilitated by the ease with 
which new securities can be marketed 
during such periods. Abuses and mis- 
takes easily occur at such times, tiiid 
many combinations which might ordi- 
narily lie economically justified may be 
carried to uiiecimumic extremes. As 
the material for further combinations 
and readjustments does not yet appear 
to have Iwen exhausted, wo may expect 
a somewhat further movement in this 
direction.

It should he clearly uiiilerstnod, al- 
though publisheil accounts of the Bu- 
reau’s estimate omit the statement, lliat 
the sulislilnlion of sales fnr that of total 
pi nductioii has been inatic in this year’, 
report — whereas the figures of the 
nianilwr are for lolal /<rod}ici:nii and 
not sales. In this respect l.cVenic 
Beales, Chief Statistician of the Bureau 
uf the Census on Manufactures, has 
stated that it was the opinion of the 
majority of those familiar with the sub- 


ject that manufacturers as a rule can 
re|iort their sales during the census year 
more easily than they can report pro- 
duction, this being tlie sole reason for 
the change. Naturally, correct statis- 
tics of production are preferable to sta- 
tistics of sales, insofar as the continuity 
of the Bureau's work is concerned, hut 
it has long been known that many man- 
ufacturers have actually been reporting 
sales and not procluclicm. and the Bu- 
reau believed, therefore, tliat thev 
should ask for what they could obtain, 
rather than for what only a part of the 
m.anufaclurcrs could or ’ would report. 
The change is in the nature of an ex- 
periment. and if the results are unsatis- 
factory the production basis will again 
be employed in future census taking. 
The Aero Chamber's total production 
estimate for 1929 stoml at 6,034 planes. 
The Bureau of the Census figures 
(sales') stood at 5,306 planes. Thus, we 
may have accidentally been served with 
the best infonnation yet on total carry- 
over for the year — the difference he- 
tween the two sets of figures, or 728 
planes excess production for 1929.
